
1.   Don’t provide ashtrays in non-smoking areas

2.   Make sure no-smoking signage is in place

3.   Politely ask any person violating the law to 
stop smoking or take it outside

4.   Refuse service to any person violating the law  

5.   Ask any person who continues to violate 
the law to leave

6.   Notify local law enforcement if the person 
refuses to comply 

Any person in charge who violates the law by not 
taking action may be fi ned $100. You will not be
fi ned if you contact the local police department
to request help with enforcement. Customers
who violate the law may be fi ned $100-250.
